There wss an earthquake in the Mis- 


aisuipni Valley on Saturday night at 
10:55 o'clock, and we were in it, and BO 
was St. Lonis and all towns of conse- 
quence in Illinois and Missouri; bnt poor 
old Obioago didn't feel the slighest tre- 
mor. It takes more than a vibration to 
make a quake in tqe windy city. 


In Deoatur the vibration lasted from 


10 to 15 Booonds; the earthquake was 
generally felt, and it came suddenly 
and without warning, though some say 
they think it was preceded by a de*p 
rumble or explosion. Those awake saw 
lights flicker and felt old dwellings trem- 
ble or rook' slightly, while articles on 
mantels trembled visibly and glassware 
rattled loud enough to be heard dis- 
tinctly in adjoining rooms. In a public 
house the electric lights were so visibly 
effected by the vibration thnt they seemed 
about to expire, and the proprietor wns 
proceeding to light the gas when the 
tremor ceased and electricity asserted 
itself in fall power and brilliancy again. 


One citizen said: "I was seated in my 


room about ready to retire, when the 
shook came. I saw the lights ilieker,nnd 
tho house trembled. It seemed to me 
that a doa might be up stairs scratching 
himself for ileas. Just then my wife 
inquired about the strange sensation, and 
she hit the nail on the head the first 
time by declaring that is must be an 
earthquake. I hadn't thought of it be- 
fore, and she wasi right. I had time to 
go to the door and look out before the 
vibrnlioDs oeimed." 


Another miin snid: "I was sound naleep 


in my room, and in the adjoining room 
slept my daughter. The door between 
tlie rooms was securely fastened; wnec 
the shockieame I was suddenly awakened 
by my daughter crying oat, ' MummiH 
don't sbake the bed.' The door had 
swung open by the rooking motion; it 
had struck the foot of the bed with such 
force as to oanse the eirl to think some- 
body was trying to disturb her slumbers. 
We were all awake several hours after 
that." 


Citizens going home late from business 


and the "Devil's. Editor" play did not 
feel the shock, and they were curiona to 
know why so many lights appeared so 
suddenly in dwellings on both sides of 
the streets through which they were 
passing. They found out when tnay got 
home and saw their families up, the 
homes lighted in honor of the earthquake 
visitation. 


Scores of people made wild jumps from 


their beds—why they didn't know until 
they felt the houses shake. One woman 
who lives near Lincoln Square is quoted 
assaying she thought at first that the 
electric tower on the new St. Nicholas 
had fallen to the ground. Another who 
resides near a railroad 
believed the 


trembling sensation was cunaed by n 
passing train, and she listened for tlio 
rumble of the oars, but failed to hour it 
whereupon she concluded that she must^ 
have been dreaming. She knew no bet- 
ter until she read the Sunday papers. 


Even the dogs felt that something had 


gone wrong with mother earth. They 
setup a chorus of barking which was 
heard in every neighborhood, and the 
roosters crowed in fright or jubilation, 
not to be outdone by the dogs. 


There was no damage done in this lo- 


cality by the vibration; but it "effiorded 
some consolation in its way. We have 
been having a long dry spell and a hot 
season, quite unusual for the fall of the 
year. Foster and Hioks and all of the 
other prophets were unable to bring us 
even the shadow of a cold wave. It took 
an earthquake too d it, and it came along 
smilingly Sunday morning to the great 
relief of the perspiring people and the 
ministers who had to deliver th^aenal 
sermons. Thedrop in the temperature 
was fully 20 degrees, and for once since 
early in the month life was worth living- 
The quake was the subject of general 
gossip all day, and many marveled that 
this far inland and fertile country should 
have such a shocking and rooking visita- 
tion. Scientists will probably explain it 
all clearly in the newspapers this week. 


BLSEWHBBE. 


Mi. VEBNON, ILI.., Sept. 20.—A very' 


severe shook ol an earthquake was felt 
here at 10:50 o'clock to-night, and lasted 
for at least ten seconds, the vibrations 
being from west to east. On East Main 
street many chimneys were shook down 
and thrown on the roofs of the resi- 
dences. The plastering on the walls of 
the fine Methodist church, in which the 
Conference sessions are being held, is 
cracked all over the building, the ceiling 
and side walls being badly damaged. 
Some oars standing on a side track of tho 
Louisville & Nashville Kailroad near the 
passenger depot were moved at least 
four feet, and every electric light in the 
city went out for a tow moments. 


JACKSONVILLE, frit, Sept. 28.—At 10:50 


this evening an earthquake paid its re- 
epeots to this city, giving it four dis- 
tinct shakes, which made windows rattle, 
brick buildings totter, and lamps and 
chandeliers vibrate. At the institution 
of the deaf and dumb several hundred of 
the children were aroused from tbeir 
sleep and jumped up in a terrified man- 
ner and were quieted with difficulty. In 
many parts of the city people were 
awakened, supposing there were burglars 
in the house. The earthquake was the 
most violent that has ever visited this 
place. 


MUBFHYSBOKO, ILL , September 26.— 


Probably the severest ana noisiest earth- 
quake shook ever felt here occurred at 
10:17 p. m. There was a loud roaring 
noise for a quarter of a minute or longer, 
like the noise of a freight train The 
City Hall and Oonrt House fire alarms

as powerful and noisy as the shock which 
occurred during the Charleston visita- 
tion. 
windows and lamps rattled, baggage 
tracks on the depot platform were rolled 
from their places, and the people gener- 
ally were aroused from tbeir beds and 
badly frightened. 


THB "oBBii BBAKB" OP 1811. 


One of the most violent earthquakes of 


thin century was that which destroyed 
the town of New Madrid, Mo., in 1811. 
The first shook occurred on December 16 
and was followed by others of constantly 
increasing violence until February Tue 
town stood on a bluff IE or 20 feet above 
the summer floods, and sunk so low that 
the next rise covered it to the depth of 5 
feet. The most marked phenomena oc- 
curred in the Mississippi river, • the bed 
of which rose, carrying great waves which 
swamped many boats and drowned the 
orews. Other boats were wrecked on 
snags thrown up from the bottom of the 
river, where they had lain buried tor ages. 
The sulphurated gasea discharged during 
the shocks tainted the air and rendered 
the water of the river poisonous for many 
days. In St. Louis County fowls fell 
from the trees as though dead; crockery 
fell from shelves and was broken, and 
the inhabitants of the poineer settlements 
left their homes in fear of being crushed. 
For several yenrs the earthquake of 1811 
was known as the "great quake." The 
center of its violence seemed to be at 
Little Prairie, twenty-five or thirty miles 
below New Madrid, althongh the vibra- 
tions were felt all over the Valley of the 
Ohio and as far up as Fittsburg. Bond 
bars and projecting points of land were 
swallowed up in the flood, with great 
cottonwood trees, which were entirely 
submerged.

He has 
not yet Hung out any announcement of a 
rise in prices, from which we musi rea- 
son that the limitations of destiny have 
not been reached.
